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Report  of  the  State  Board  of  Visitors 


To  His  Excellency,  James  F.  Fielder,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey: 

Sir — The  Board  of  Visitors  to  the  State  Agricultural  College 
herewith  present  their  forty-ninth  annual  report  upon  the  present 
condition  and  courses  of  instruction  at  that  institution,  as  required 
by  the  act  creating  the  Board,  entitled,  "An  act  appropriating  scrip 
for  the  public  lands  granted  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  by  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved  July  second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-two,"  and  approved  April  4th,  1864. 

The  members  of  the  Board  made  an  annual  examination  of  the 
students  pursuing  the  regular  and  special  courses  of  instruction 
on  the  15th  day  of  May,  19 13. 

The  Board  adopted  a  resolution  expressing  its  full  satisfaction 
with  the  courses  and  facilities  of  instruction  offered  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  Rutgers  College,  of  the  continued  devotion  of  the  professors 
and  instructors  in  their  varipus  lines  of  class  and  laboratory  instruc- 
tion, and  of  the  proficiency  of  the  students  in  their  various  branches 
of  study. 

During,  the  year  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  has  been  55, 
and  all  but  four  of  this  number  have  given  instruction  in  the  Scien- 
tific School. 

The  enrollment  of  students  for  the  year  was  1,021 ;  graduate 
students,  2;  seniors,  69;  juniors,  69;  sophomores,  99;  freshmen, 
138;  special  students,  not  candidates  for  a  degree,  184;  summer 
session,  314;  and  preparatory  school  pupils,  146.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  was  conferred  upon  43  graduates  in  June, 
191 3.  Of  these  graduates;  7  had  pursued  the  Course  in  Agricul- 
ture, I  the  Course  in  Biology,  7  the  Course  in  Chemistry,  2  the 
Course  in  Ceramics,  10  the  Course  in  Civil  Engineering,  6  the 
Course  in  Electrical  Engineering,  8  the  Course  in  Mechanical  Engi- 
neering, and  2  the  Cojirse  in  General  Science.  The  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  was  conferred  upon  10  candidates  and  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Letters  upon  13  candidates  at  the  same  time.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


To  His  Excellency,  James  F.  Fielder-,  Governor  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey: 

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July 
2nd,  1862,  and  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Jersey,  approved 
April  4,  1864,  I  beg  leave  to  submit,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of 
Rutgers  College  the  forty-ninth  annual  report  of  Rutgers  Scien- 
tific School. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  as  in  the  year  preceding,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  has  lost  two  members  by  death.  John  Bayard  Kirk- 
patrick,  Esq.,  was  born  in  Washington,  D.  C,  February  14th,  1847, 
of  a  family  long  and  closely  connected  with  the  College ;  his  grand- 
father, Andrew  Kirkpatrick,  was  Rector  of  the  College  Grammar 
School  in  1782.  He  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  in  .1866,  and  he 
was  elected  a  trustee  in  1892.  His  residence  and  his  business  life 
were  always  in  New  Brunswick,  near  to  the  College,  and  his  Alma 
Mater  always  commanded  his  ardent  affection ;  it  is  said  that  in 
all  his  fifty  years  from  his  college  entrance  to  his  death  he  was 
never  absent  from  the  Campus  on  a  Commencement  Day.  His 
genial  and  friendly  disposition  commended  him  to  all  members  of 
the  Board.  He  bore  with  cheerful  endurance  and  persistent  activ- 
ity much  ill-health  and  suffering.  He  died  near  New  Brunswick 
very  suddenly,  while  on  business  a  few  miles  from  his  home,  Sep- 
tember 6th,  19 1 2. 

Anthony  Dey,  Esq.,  was  born  at  Greenfield  Hill,  Connecticut, 
July  5th,  1829.  His  ancestor,  of  the  same  name,  Tunis  Dey,  was 
an  original  trustee  of  Rutgers,  then  Queen's  College,  1766.  He 
was  prepared  for  college  at  the  Grammar  School,  now  the  Rutgers 
Preparatory  School,  and  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  in  1850.  He 
studied  law,  but  entered  into  business  life  rather  than  the  practice 
of  law.  His  office  and  residence  were  in  New  York  City,  but  he 
maintained  a  home  also  in  New  Brunswick,  the  old  home  of  his 
grandfather.  Colonel  Joseph  Warren  Scott,  which,  with  its  sur- 
rounding acres,  he  gave,  near  the  end  of  his  life,  to  the  city  for 
a  park.  He  retained  great  vigor  and  continued  active  work  durnig 
his  advanced  years,  virtually  until  his  death.  He  was  very  gen- 
erous to  many  benevolent  institutions,  especially  schools  and  hos- 
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pitals,  and  in  many  personal  ways.  He  was  elected  a  trustee  of 
the  College  in  191 1.  He  died  in  New  York  City,  October  nth, 
1912. 

The  Faculty  has  been  greatly  bereaved  in  the  death  of  Professor 
Robert  Woodworth  Prentiss.  The  year  preceding,  at  about  the 
same  season,  was  marked  by  the  death  of  Professor  John  Bern- 
hardt Smith,  and  the  year  preceding  that,  at  about  the  same  sea- 
son, by  the  death  of  Professor  Edward  Burnett  Voorhees.  The 
death  of  Professor  Prentiss,  at  about  the  same  age  as  the  others, 
in  the  prime  of  life,  brings  renewed  and  very  keen  sense  of  loss. 
He  was  born  at  Brighton,  Mass.,  January  30th,  1857.  He  was 
graduated  from  Rutgers  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
1878,  and  received  from  the  College  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science 
in  1881.  From  1879  to  1881  he  was  a  Fellow  at  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. From  1881  to  1891  he  was  Assistant  in  the  Nautical  Al- 
manac Office  at  Washington;  and  from  1888  to  1891  he  was  Pro- 
fessor of  Physics  at  the  Corcoran  Scientific  School  of  Columbian 
University.  In  1891  he  became  Associate  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics and  Astronomy  at  Rutgers,  and  since  1892  has  been  Pro- 
fessor of  Mathematics  and  Astronomy.  He  was  Secretary  of  the 
Faculty  from  1898  to  1901,  and  Director  of  the  Observatory  from 
1903.  He  was  Chief  Examiner  in  Mathematics  for  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  from  1907  to  191 1  ;  he  was  frequent 
writer  on  mathematical  and  astronomical  subjects.  He  was  a  Fel- 
low of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 
Professor  Prentiss  was  more  than  a  man  of  great  ability  and  high 
attainments ;  he  was  a  successful  teacher ;  and  he  was  an  incessant 
servant  of  his  College  in  ways  of  its  general  welfare,  always  an 
exponent  of  its  characteristic  spirit.  He  was  very  useful  as  a  citi- 
zen and  as  a  churchman,  giving  much  service  to  local  school  affairs 
and  valued  leadership  to  the  church  with  which  he  was  connected. 
As  a  professor  artd  as  a  loved  personal  friend  he  is  greatly  missed 
by  Faculty  and  students  and  by  the  people  of  New  Brunswick. 

Lieutenant  Arthur  Emmett  x\hrends,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  U. 
S.  A.,  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics,  retires  from  the. 
Faculty  at  this  time  to  rejoin  his  regiment,  the  full  three  years  of 
detail  by  the  War  Department  having  expired. 

Kary  Cadmus  Davis,  Ph.D.,  Professor  of  Agronomy,  has  re- 
signed to  accept  a  professorship  in  the  Peabody  College  for  Teach- 
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ers  at  Nashville,  Tennessee.  Frank  Wilson  Lindsley,  L.H.M., 
has  resigned  the  place  of  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  which  he  has 
held  for  a  year  and  a  half.  George  Howard  Baldwin,  B.Sc,  has 
resigned  the  position  as  Assistant  in  Ceramics,  which  he  has  held 
for  one  year. 

The  following  Professors,  Instructors  and  Assistants,  whose  ap- 
pointments were  fully  recorded  in  the  last  annual  statement,  began 
their  work  with  the  academic  year  1912-13:  Melville  Thurston

Professor  Agee 
received  the  degree  of  M.A.  from  Wooster  University,  and  he 
has  served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  and  on 
the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Ohio  Experiment  Station.  Since 
1907  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Agricultural  Extension  work 
of  Pennsylvania  State  College ;  most  recently  he  has  been  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Agriculture  at  that  institution  and  acting  Di- 
rector of  the  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  is  widely  known  as  lecturer,  writer  and  editor,  as  well  as 
professor. 

Albert  Ellicott  Brown,  B.Sc,  First  Lieutenant  Sixteenth  In- 
fantry, U.  S.  A.,  Professor  of  Military  Science  and  Tactics. 
Lieutenant  Brown  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  in  1902;  at  gradua- 
tion he  was  ranked  best  soldier ;  he  entered  the  service  of  the 
United  States  and  he  has  been  promoted  from  time  to  time.  In 
view  of  his  graduation  at  Rutgers,  his  excellent  military  record 
and  his  apparent  fitness  for  the  position,  the  War  Department 
has  detailed  him  to  the  College  to  succeed  Lieutenant  Ahrends. 

Augustine  Wilberforce  Blair,  A.M.,  Associate  Professor  of 
Agricultural  Chemistry.  Professor  Blair  was  graduated  from 
Haverford  College  with  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  1892.  From  1892 
to  1895  he  taught  science  in  secondary  school.  During  the  year 
1895-6  he  pursued  graduate  study  at  Haverford,  and  in  1896  re- 
ceived the  degree  of  A.M.  During  the  year  1896-7  he  was 
Professor  of  Science  at  Guilford  College.  From  1897  to  1899 
he  was  Chemist  of  the  State  Experiment  Station,  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina.  From  1899  to  1905  he  was  Assistant  Chemist  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  at  the  Florida  Agricultural  College,  and  from 
1906  to  191 1  Chemist  of  the  Florida  Experiment  Station.  Since 
191 1  he  has  been  Associate  Soil  Chemist  at  the  New  Jersey  Experi- 
ment Station. 

Stanley  Eugene  Brasefield,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Mathematics.  Dr.  Brasefield  was  graduated  from  Lafayette  Col- 
lege in  1895  with  the  degree  of  B.S.,  and  received  the  degree 
of  Ph.D.  from  Cornell  University  in  1912.    He  was  engaged  in 
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engineering  work  from  1895  to  1897  and  taught  mathematics  in 
secondary  schools  from  1897  to  1901.  During  the  year  1901-2  he 
was  instructor  in  Mathematics  and  Civil  Engineering  at  Michigan 
Agricultural  College.  From  1902  to  1910  he  was  at  Lafayette 
College,  first  as  Instructor  and  then  as  Assistant  Professor  of 
Mathematics  and  Graphics.  From  1910  to  1912  he  pursued  gradu- 
ate study  at  Cornell  University,  and  during  the  year  191 2-1 3  he 
has  been  Honorary  Fellow  there. 

William  Beverley  Stone,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics. Dr.  Stone  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia with  the  degree  of  B.A.  in  1901,  and  received  from  the 
same  university  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1903,  and  the  degree  of 
Ph.D.  in  1907.  During  the  year  1907-8  he  was  Instructor  in 
Mathematics  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  Since  1908  he  has 
been  Instructor  in  Mathematics  at  the  University  of  Michigan. 

George  Willard  Martin,  Litt.B.,  Assistant  in  Botany.  Mr. 
Martin  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  in  1912.  During  the  year 
1 912-13  he  has  been  assistant  in  the  department  of  Plant  Pa- 
thology of  the  State  Experiment  Station,  and  lie  will  continue  also 
in  this  relation. 

Aaron  Martin  Hageman,  B.Sc,  Assistant  in  Chemistry.  Mr. 
Hageman  was  graduated  from  Rutgers  in  1912,  and  he  received 
the  degree  of  M.Sc,  from  the  College  in  1913.  During  the  year 
1912-13  he  was  a  Vanderpoel  Fellow  in  Chemistry,  and  assisted 
in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  of  the  College. 

William  Alexander  Linn,  E.E.,  Assistant  in  Electrical  Engi- 
neering. Mr.  Linn  was  graduated  from  Lehigh  University  in  1904. 
From  1904  to  191 1  he  was  engaged  with  various  companies  in 
electrical  work.  During  the  year  1912-13  he  has  taught  science 
in  secondary  school.

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The  Sulphur  Research  Fellowship  to  Henry  Clay  Lint,  B.S., 
a  graduate  of  the  Kansas  Agricultural  College,  191 2,  and  an  as- 
sistant in  the  Kansas  Experiment  Station,  1912-13. 

It  is  appropriate  also  to  mention  that  the  Rhodes  Scholarship 
for  New  Jersey,  appointment  for  1913-16,  has  been  assigned  by 
the  New  Jersey  Committee  of  Award  to  Valentine  Britton  Havens, 
A.B.,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1912.  Samuel  Arthur  Devan, 
A.B.,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1909,  now  holds  the  Oxford 
Scholarship  for  New  Jersey,  1911-14.  Francis  Marmaduke  Potter, 
x\.B.,  a  member  of  the  same  class,  held  it  for  1908-11. 

The  Dean  of  the  College,  Professor  Francis  Cuyler  Van  Dyck, 
Ph.D.,  D.Sc,  presented  his  resignation  October  nth,  1912.  He 
had  served  in  this  administrative  office  for  many  years,  and  de- 
served relief  from  its  duties  that  he  might  devote  himself  wholly 
to  his  constantly  developing  work  as  Professor  of  Physics.  The 
resignation  was  accepted  with  great  regret  and  with  official  ac- 
knowledgment by  the  trustees  of  the  faithful  and  wise  service 
so  successfully  fulfilled  by  him.  The  Faculty  also  made  record 
of  their  grateful  appreciation  of  this  service.  The  trustees  elected 
as  his  successor  Professor  Louis  Bevier,  Ph.D.,  Litt.D.,  and  he 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Dean,  November  ist,  191 3. 

The  registry  in  the  College  proper,  the  degree  courses,  has  been 
about  400.  A  slightly  increased  entrance  requirement  for  the 
Technical  Science  courses  was  in  force;  and  no  certificate  for  any 
study  was  accepted  from  a  candidate  not  a  full  graduate  of  a 
secondary  school.  An  important  change  made  by  the  Faculty  in 
the  rules  relating  to  deficiencies  during  the  course  will  probably 
mean  larger  classes  above  the  Freshman  Class  than  heretofore, 
less  loss  of  students  from  year  to  year.  Fleretofore,  it  has  been 
required  that  every  deficiency  be  removed  by  the  beginning  of  the 
new  College  year,  that  student  having  even  a  single  deficiency  re- 
maining be  entirely  debarred  from  all  courses  with  the  advanced 
class,  and  be  retained  in  College  only  with  the  loss  of  a  year.  This 
rule  had  many  advantages.  It  meant  that  students  were  brought 
to  the  removal  of  deficiencies  which  they  might  otherwise  have  al- 
lowed to  linger ;  and  it  meant  that  each  of  the  three  advanced 
classes  always  began  its  year's  work  without  any  burden  whatever 
of  deficiencies.    The  record  also  showed  that  it  was  a  rare  student 
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who  was  made  to  repeat  his  year  because  of  a  single  deficiency. 
Nevertheless,  such  an  instance,  when  it  did  occur,  or  even  the 
instances  of  such  required  loss  of  a  year  for  two  deficiencies,  gave 
some  ground  for  criticism  and  was  hard  to  justify  even  by  the 
substantial  value  of  the-  general  College  work  which  the  rule  car- 
ried. The  Faculty,  therefore,  after  long  deliberation  and  thorough 
discussion,  have  decided  to  try  the  rule  which  obtains  generally 
among  the  colleges,  that  a  student  having  not  more  than  two  de- 
ficiences  at  the  beginning  of  an  advanced  year  need  repeat  with 
the  lower  class  only  the  courses  in  which  he  has  failed  and  may 
proceed  with  the  advanced  class  in  other  subjects  so  far  as  the 
schedule  permits.  He  will,  however,  be  registered  as  a  member 
of  the  lower  class  until  all  its  work  is  completed  and  accepted. 
While  this  seems  the  more  reasonable  procedure  as  related  to  the 
individual  case,  it  will  mean  undoubtedly  a  prolonging  of  de- 
ficiency burdens,  some  embarrassment  in  the  arrangement  of  work 
and  often,  if  not  always,  the  loss  of  a  year  in  the  gaining  of  degree 
as.  under  the  old  method.  The  Faculty,  while  allowing  this  appar- 
ently more  generous  opportunity  to  the  deficient  student,  has  at 
the  same  time  distinctly  reduced  the  number  of  opportunities  for 
re-examination  and  has  further  provided  that  a  student  having 
less  than  60  per  cent,  general  average  in  the  second  half-year  shall 
not  be  allowed  auy  opportunity  for  re-examination  in  effort  to  main- 
tain place  in  his  class,  but  must  fall  back  a  year;  this  peremptory 
rule  has  heretofore  applied  only  to  the  student  found  thus  extremely 
deficient  at  the  close  of  the  first  half-year.  It  is  gratifying  that 
the  number  of  students  thus  dropped  this  year  has  been  exceed- 
ingly small ;  and  it  is  gratifying  that  now,  as  heretofore,  so  large 
a  proportion  of  those  dropped  return  to  continue  their,  course  with 
the  lower  class  rather  than  leave  college. 

The  general  life  of  the  College  has  been  excellently  main- 
tained. The  student  spirit  individually  and  in  the  various  organ- 
izations has  been  admirable,  and  the  numerous  activities  have  been 
well  administered.  It  has  been  constantly  possible  and  serviceable 
to  have  conference  between  the  College  administrators  and  the 
officers  and  committees  of  undergraduates,  looking  to  best  and 
most  successful  arrangements  and  to  the  general  College  welfare. 
A  positive  and  sympathetic  co-operation  has  meant  best  things 
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for  all  interests  concerned.  The  social  and  athletic,  the  intellectual 
and  religious  affairs  of  the  undergraduate  life,  all  bear  witness 
to  this,  and  a  clear  acknowledgment  of  it  is  due  the  student  body. 
Social  events  have  distinctly  conformed  to  certain  appropriate 
principles.  Athletics,  the  football  and  baseball  and  track  and  gym- 
nasium, have  been  notably  well  managed  and  have  gained  notable 
success;  the  credit  for  this  is  due  to  many  concerned,  to  student 
managers  and  captains,  and  in  good  degree  to  Professor  Bevier, 
now  for  many  years  Treasurer  of  the  Athletic  Association  and 
Chairman  of  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Student  Organizations.  In 
debate,  the  success  almost  unbroken  for  many  years,  has  been 
maintained  in  two  additional  victories.  The  students'  weekly,  The 
Targum,  and  their  annual.  The  Scarlet  Letter,  are  creditable  and 
deserve  larger  support  and  worthy  development  by  Alumni  and 
friends.  The  Christian  Association  has  maintained  its  work  with- 
out a  graduate  or  compensated  Secretary  and  under  earnest  student 
leadership  has  enlarged  in  some  measure  its  scope  of  work.  The 
Association  does  need,  however,  an  Executive  Secretary,  giving 
his  whole  time  to  the  work ;  and  it  does  need  larger  facilities,  a 
Students'  House.  A  very  happy  item  in  the  religious  life  of  the 
College  is  the  exceptional  spirit  of  Chapel  Service  on  week  days 
and  Sundays.  Nevertheless,  a  supreme  problem  of  the  CoWege 
is  the  increasing  of  the  religious  activities  of  the  students,  the 
deepening  of  their  religious  life,  the  reaching  of  those  who  mani- 
fest no  religious  concern. 

An  important  advance  in  the  College  organization  and  work 
has  been  the  establishing  of  a  Summer  School.  Such  school  has 
been  discussed  for  some  time,  and  the  annual  statement  a  year 
ago  suggested  the  probability  of  its  starting  in  the  summer  of 
1913.  The  Legislature  of  New  Jersey  appropriated  the  neces- 
sary funds  at  its  recent  session  and  the  courses  were  opened  June 
30th,  191 3,  to  be  of  six  weeks'  length,  closing  August  8th.  The 
appropriation  was  under  the  title,  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture, 
Summer  Session,  and  the  courses  offered,  therefore,  are  primarily 
in  agriculture  and  the  sciences  related;  but  the  fees  received  from 
the  students  have  made  possible  the  offering  of  some  additional 
courses,  in  English,  History,  Education  and  other  subjects.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  appropriation  next  year  will  be  made  under  the 
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general  title  and  in  perhaps  increased  amount,  permitting  a  broader 
curriculinii.  The  school  has  been  organized  under  Professor  Kary 
C.  Davis  as  Principal,  and  Professor  Alexander  J.  Inglis  and 
County  Superintendent  of  Schools  li.  Brewster  Willis,  as  Vice- 
Principals.  The  corps  of  instructors  has  included  some  of  the 
regular  College  professors  and  instructors  and  others  especially 
secured,  over  twenty  in  all,  beside  many  lecturers,  addressing  the 
entire  school  at  its  daily  assembly.  The  school  has  evidently  met  a 
definite  need  and  desire,  and  has  had  a  surprisingly  large  enroll- 
ment for  its  first  year  and  after  its  late  undertaking,  teachers  in 
the  school  system  of  the  State  composing  a  large  part  of  the  at- 
tendance.   The  registry  is  314. 

Another  new  activity  of  the  College  now  being  organized  is 
Extension  Work.  Professor  Inglis,  chairman  of  the  Extension 
Committee  of  the  Faculty,  is  arranging  with  school  authorities  in 
New  Brunswick  and  in  other  cities  in  New  Jersey  for  courses 
adapted  to  serve  the  local  teachers,  and  other  students  as  well,  in 
these  communities.  Such  courses  as  may  prove  desirable  and 
possi1)le  will  be  given  by  the  college  professors  and  instructors 
during  the  coming  year.  The  project  of  a  Woman's  College,  to 
be  in  affiliation  with  Rutgers,  is  being  lu-ged  by  women  and 
women's  clubs  of  the  State.  The  Board  of  Trustees .  and  the 
Faculty  are  not  active  in  this  movement,  and  feel  that  the  es- 
tablishing of  such  a  college  could  be  welcomed  or  undertaken 
only  if  substantial  fluids  were  especially  provided  for  appropriate 
buildings  and  for  adequate  maintenance.  A  strong  and  sym])a- 
thctic  interest  in  the  higher  education  of  women  must  be  felt  by 
all  educators,  and  the  absence  of  an  institution  for  it  in  New 
Jersey  is  noteworthy.  It  is  also  noteworthy,  and  it  is  gratifying, 
that  the  idea  now  promoted  by  interested  women  of  the  State 
is  not  a  coeducation  but  an  affiliated  college  as  Barnard  is  affiliated 
with  Columbia,  and  Radcliffe  with  Harvard. 

The  Alumni  have  continued  to  show  their  interest  by  attend- 
ance on  Alumni  Club  occasions,  especially  in  New  York,  Phi-a- 
delphia,  Newark  and  New  Brunswick,  by  substantial  gifts  through 
class  syndicates  and  by  individual  cfifort  and  donation.  The  gifts 
bv  anniversary  classes  continue  to  be  a  notable  feature  of  the 
Commencement  reunion  and  a  multiplied  service  to  the  College 
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property  and  resources.  They  have  included  this  year  the  follow- 
ing items:  Class  of  1908,  $500  for  stone  posts  at  the  College  avenue 
corner  of  the  Queen's  Campus  and  Neilson  Campus ;  Class  of  1903, 
$500  for  any  purpose,  preferably  for  the  starting  of  a  subscription 
for  a  College  Swimming  Pool;  Class  of  1898,  $250  or  more  for  the 
Alumni  Endowment  Fund;  Class  of  1893,  $500  for  any  desired 
purpose;  Class  of  1888,  $500  for  lamps  at  the  Library  entrances; 
Class  of  1883,  $1,500  to  be  paid  during  five-year  period  for  the 
Alumni  Endowment  Fund.  The  Class  of  1872  paid  in  a  special 
subscription  of  $250  to  the  Alumni  Endowment  Ftmd,  and  the 
Class  of  1884  made  its  annual  gift  of  $100  for  work  on  Queen's 
Building.  The  Class  of  1885  paid  in  $1,000  heretofore  subscribed 
to  the  Alumni  Endowment  Fund.  The  Class  of  1887  has  accom- 
plished its  anniversary  gift  of  new  doors  to  the  main  hallway  of 
Queen's  at  a  cost  of  $600.  The  Class  of  191 3,  honoring  the  cus- 
tom of  gift  by  each  class  at  graduation,  has  placed  upon  Queen's, 
at  a  cost  of  about  $250,  a  handsome  bronze  tablet,  narrating  the 
inception  of  Queen's  College  in  1755,  its  founding  by  royal  char- 
ter in  1766,  the  erection  of  Queen's  Building  in  1809,  and  the 
change  of  the  name  of  the  College  from  Queen's  to  Rutgers  in 
1825.  The  Chicago  Rutgers  Club  has  established  an  annual  under- 
graduate prize  of  $35.  Many  classes  and  many  alumni  have  con- 
tributed to  the  Alumni  Endowment  Fund,  which  has  added  to  the 
endowment  of  the  College  during  the  year  $3,500,  and  brought 
the  total  of  the  Fund  up  to  $64,500.  Some  alumni,  with  other 
friends,  have  also  contributed  the  standard  annual  amount,  $100 
each,  to  the  Administration  Fund,  which  has  reached  a  total  of 
$3,000  for  the  year. 

Special  individual  gifts  during  the  year  have  been,  among 
others,  $460  from  William  H.  Leupp,  Esq.,  of  the  Class  of  1864, 
and  James  Neilson,  Esq.,  of  the  Class  of  1866,  trustees,  for  the 
purchase  of  certain  land  adjacent  to  the  College  Farm ;  $250  from 
William  S.  Myers,  D.Sc,  of  the  Class  of  1889,  trustee,  for  plant- 
ings at  the  Queen's  Campus,  and  $300  from  him  for  special  build- 
ing repairs;  $1,000  from  J.  Howard  Ford,  Esq.,  trustee,  to  pay 
for  the  John  B.  Smith  Library,  acquired  by  the  College;  $1,000 
from  Mrs.  Ralph  Voorhees  for  improvement  of  the  Ralph  Voorhees 
Library;  $1,500  from  Mrs.  Grace  T.  Wells,  widow  of  John  Wells, 
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Esq.,  of  the  Class  of  1853,  for  purchase  of  books  of  French  htera- 
ture  for  the  Library;  $5,000  from  Leonor  F.  Loree,  C.E.,  of  the 
Class  of  1877,  trustee,  for  land  purchase  or  other  purpose;  $5,000 
from  Richard  V.  Lindabury,  Esq.,  for  any  desired  purpose;  $11,500 
from  James  B.  Ford,  Esq.,  to  complete  purchase  of  land  on  Upper 
College  avenue.  Mrs.  Russell  W.  Moore  has  subscribed  $3,300, 
the  amount  necessary  to  erect  a  stone  retaining  wall  at  the  rear 
of  Queen's  Campus;  the  wall  will  be  a  memorial  to  her  grand- 
father, George  Buckham,  Esq.,  of  the  Class  of  1832,  who,  in  his 
lifetime,  generously  erected  the  wall  on  the  easterly  side  of  the 
Campus,  Mrs.  John  B.  Smith  has  given  a  portrait  of  the  late  Pro- 
fessor Smith  to  be  added  to  the  collection  in  the  Chapel;  she  has 
also  established  an  annual  undergraduate  prize  of  $25  in  memory 
of  him.  Miss  Estella  Cole,  sister  of  the  late  Palmer  Cook  Cole, 
M.D.,  of  the  Class  of  1855,  has  presented  a  microscope  and  valu- 
able lenses  and  many  important  slides,  belonging  to  Dr.  Cole,  and 
worth  perhaps  $500;  they  especially  serve  the  departments  of  Biol- 
ogy and  Botany.  The  Union  Sulphur  Company  has  established  a 
Sulphur  Research  Fellowship  by  total  gift  of  $3,000,  to  be  paid 
to  the  College  through  a  period  of  three  years. 

The  two  largest  gifts  just  now  subscribed  are  for  a  professor- 
ship and  for  a  dormitory.  Mrs.  Russell  W.  Moore  establishes  a 
Professorship  of  Architecture  by  present  annual  gift  of  at  least 
$2,000,  the  income  of  $40,000  or  $50,000,  and  with  view  to  probable 
later  donation  of  the  capital  amount;  she  makes  the  gift  as  a  me- 
morial to  her  deceased  husband,  Van  Campen  Taylor,  of  the  Class 
of  1867,  architect  of  Winants  Hall,  and  the  professorship  will  bear 
his  name.  The  gift  is  very  welcome  and  distinctly  in  line  with 
a  hoped  for  development  in  the  department  of  Fine  Arts.  Rutgers 
has  for  many  years  emphasized  this  department  through  its  Pro- 
'fessor  of  the  History  of  Art,  John  C.  Van  Dyke,  L.H.D.  The  new 
foundation  will  permit  Associate  Professor  Clarence  Ward  to  de- 
vote his  entire  time  to  his  work  in  Architecture  at  Rutgers,  while 
Dr.  Van  Dyke  confines  himself  to  Painting  and  Sculpture ;  and  the 
developing  of  the  department  will  have  vocational  as  well  as  cul- 
tural value,  providing  a  basis  for  the  architect's  profession.  The 
other  and  still  larger  gift  is  ofYered  by  J.  Howard  Ford,  Esq., 
trustee.    Mr.  Ford  has  had  plans  prepared  by  Messrs.  Cram,  Good- 
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hue  and  Ferguson  for  a  Dormitory  to  cost  $110,000,  and  to  be 
erected  on  appropriate  site  which  may  be  secured  or  agreed  upon. 
The  building  proposed  is  in  Colonial  style,  consistent  with  Queen's, 
and  admirably  arranged  for  its  purpose.  It  will  be  a  very  hand- 
some and  useful  addition  to  the  College  property  and  equipment. 
The  growth  of  the  College  is  thus  recognized,  in  this  line  provided 
for,  and  at  the  same  time  will  be  stimulated  by  the  new  and  in 
every  way  excellent  student  residence  offered.  It  should  be  soon 
a  source  of  substantial  income  to  the  College.  It  is  hoped  that  ac- 
ceptable site  may  at  once  be  available  and  the  building  be  promptly 
begun  with  view  to  readiness  at  the  opening  of  the  College  year, 
September,  1914.  The  generous  gift  of  Mr.  Ford  and  that  of  Mrs. 
Moore,  together  with  the  other  substantial  donations  of  the  year, 
stirred  great  enthusiasm  at  the  Commencement  gathering,  and  re- 
ceived the  very  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  Trustees  and 
Alumni. 

The  College  has  received  word  of  benefit  provided  for  it  in 
the  will  of  Mrs.  Anna  Moore,  recently  deceased,  and  in  the  will 
of  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Pell,  recently  deceased.  Mrs.  Moore,  widow  of 
James  Amory  Moore  of  the  Class  of  1854,  made  bequest  of  $5,000, 
unrestricted,  to  Rutgers  College.  Mrs.  Pell  made  bequest  of  large 
amount,  the  payment  of  which  is  contingent  upon  the  value  and 
sale  of  certain  property  and  the  expiring  of  certain  life  trusts. 
The  possible  or  total  value  to  the  College  has  been  greatly  exag- 
gerated in  widespread  reports.  The  apparent  possible  benefit  is 
as  follows:  (i)  $200,000  for  a  College  building  if  certain  property 
be  sold  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  create  life  trusts  amounting  to 
about  $1,000,000,  and  to  pay,  after  that,  the  said  $200,000  to  Rut- 
gers College  and  a  like  amount  for  like  purpose  to  the  New  Bruns- 
wick Seminary;  (2)  one-sixth  of  such  income  on  the  life  trusts, 
$1,000,000,  as  may  exceed  payment  at  fixed  rate  to  the  annuitants; 
(3)  one-sixth  of  the  capital  amount  of  such  life  trusts,  $1,000,000,. 
as  from  time  to  time  the  life  trusts  expire.  It  is  appropriate  to 
urge  upon  many  who  know  the  College  a  like  generous  provision 
for  its  welfare.  If  graduates  will  make  bequest  to  Rutgers  in 
their  wills;  if  widows  or  parents  or  children  of  graduates  will 
make  bequest,  perhaps  provide  memorials ;  if  citizens  of  the  city 
in  which  the  College  is  a  rare  value  and  a  source  of  great  pride 
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will  make  bequest  for  its  support  and  increase,  there  will  be  a 
splendid  and  constant  enrichment  as  the  years  pass.  Better  still 
is  it  if  graduates  and  friends  will  make  their  gifts  to  Rutgers  ac- 
cording to  ability  while  they  live. 

The  property  of  the  College  has  received  substantial  additions 
during  the  year.  The  gift  of  Mr.  James  B.  Ford,  $11,500,  added 
to  his  former  gift  of  $10,000,  has  procured  the  block  of  land  on 
upper  College  avenue,  adjoining  the  block  received  a  few  years 
ago  by  donation  from  the  heirs  of  John  R.  Ford  and  the  heirs  of 
Christopher  Meyer.  This  valuable  double  block,  500  feet  by  460 
feet,  in  splendid  location,  now  owned  by  the  College,  stands  avail- 
able for  the  Preparatory  School,  as  originally  proposed,  or  for 
other  purpose  as  the  Trustees  may  determine.  A  small  tract  of 
land  on  upper  George  street,  about  250  feet  by  150  feet,  has  been 
purchased  at  a  cost  of  $4,800  as  a  site  for  the  erection  of  cottages 
to  be  used  at  least  temporarily  as  dormitories  for  Preparatory 
School  students.  The  property  of  the  family  of  the  late  Theodore 
G.  Neilson,  large  lot  and  residence,  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Neilson  Campus,  at  the  rear  of  the  Gymnasium,  has  been  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  $10,500,  completing  the  College's  ownership  of  the 
entire  frontage  on  George  street,  between  Hamilton  street  and 
Seminary  place.  Some  special  changes  and  some  ordinary  repairs 
in  the  College  buildings  have  been  accomplished.  The  basement 
floor  of  Geological  Hall  has  been  completely  remodeled  and  adapted 
for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Geology  and  the  Department  of 
Physics.  The  third  floor  of  Van  Nest  Hall,  heretofore  a  single 
room,  has  been  changed  to  three  rooms  with  hall  for  the  better 
accommodation  of  the  Department  of  English.  A  distinct  service 
to  the  College  in  the  use  of  the  Chapel  and  the  other  buildings  on 
Queen's  Campus  is  assured  by  the  work  now  to  be  undertaken  by 
the  Pennsylvania  railroad  to  reduce  the  noise  of  passing  trains ; 
certain  changes  at  the  street  bridge  of  the  railroad  near  the  Campus 
are  proposed ;  and  the  courtesy  of  the  officials  of  the  road  in  this 
matter  is  deeply  appreciated. 

The  relations  with  the  State  of  New  Jersey  have  continued 
very  satisfactory.  The  Board  of  Visitors  has  reported  to  the 
Governor  its  approval  of  the  work  done.  A  greater  intimacy  and 
co-operation  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  have  been  estab- 
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lished.  The  appropriations  by  the  Legislature  for  work  main- 
tained for  the  State  by  the  College  have  included,  beside  the  usual 
amount  for  Land  Grant  Interest,  Scholarships,  Department  of 
Ceramics,  and  Short  Courses  in  Agriculture;  some  special  items: 
$2,000  for  reference  books  and  periodicals ;  $7,500  for  the  fur- 
nishing and  equipment  of  the  Departments  of  Bacteriology,  Biology 
and  Botany;  $20,000  for  the  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Building  now  to  be  erected ;  and  $7,000  for  various  prop- 
erty advancements  at  the  College  Farm.  Bids  for  the  erection  of 
the  Agricultural  Building,  for  which  $100,000  was  appropriated 
a  year  ago,  will  be  opened  on  August  7th.  A  commanding  site  at 
the  College  Farm,  the  central  point  in  a  comprehensive  plan  for  a 
possible  group  of  buildings,  has  been  chosen  for  this  immediate 
erection.  The  plan  for  location  of  buildings  and  development  of 
grounds  has  been  prepared  by  an  experienced  landscape  architect, 
and  the  plans  for  this  building  have  been  drawn  by  the  State  Archi- 
tect in  consultation  with  the  Professor  of  Architecture  in  the 
College. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  some  noteworthy  facts.  The 
collection  of  interest  on  invested  funds  and  of  tuition  charges  and 
fees  has  been  almost:  absolutely  complete.  Necessary  increases  in 
the  salary  of  professors  and  instructors  and  the  expense  of  neces- 
sary additions  to  the  teaching  corps,  beside  other  extraordinary 
expenses,  have  been  met  from  ordinary  income.  The  accounts 
show  all  expenses  of  the  year  apparently  met  and  a  slight  balance 
in  the  treasury.  This  leaves  out  of  consideration,  however,  obliga 
tions  assumed  in  the  acquiring  of  property  and  a  deficiency  in  the 
account  of  the  Preparatory  School. 

The  Library  shows  substantial  increase  in  number  of  volumes 
and  in  use  by  the  students.  The  gift  of  $1,000' by  Mrs.  Ralph 
Voorhees  for  the  building  and  equipment,  the  gift  of  $1,500  by 
Mrs.  Grace  T.  Wells  for  the  purchase  of  French  literature  and 
the  gift  of  $1,000  from  Mr.  John  Howard  Ford  for  the  purchase  of 
the  John  B.  Smith  Library  have  been  the  largest  donations.  Other 
important  gifts  have  been  received,  however,  and  the  list  of  those 
making  large  or  small  donations  includes  140  names  beside  asso- 
ciations and  corporations.  The  method  of  instruction  which  sends 
students  to  the  Library  for  the  study  of  appropriate,  related  books 
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is  distinctly  increasing,  wisely  so-,  and  every  department  should  be 
constantly  enriched  to  meet  the  demand  and  fulfill  an  always  larger 
service.  One  or  another  particular  department  may  at  any  time 
appeal  to  the  special  interest  of  one  or  another  friend  of  the  Col- 
lege. Just  now  a  gift  of  $500  for  the  Department  of  Philosophy 
would  meet  a  pressing  need,  and  the  same  amount  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  History.  The  Library  is  singularly  well  managed  by  the 
Librarian,  and  his  assistants.  The  work  is  sufficient,  however,  to 
occupy  one  or  two  additional  assistants  who  cannot  now  be  had 
with  the  funds  at  disposal.  The  Geological  Museum  has  also  re- 
ceived valuable  additions,  and  is  constantly  increasing  its  use- 
fulness. 

The  Preparatory  School  has  had  a  good  year  in  respect  to  or- 
ganization and  instruction,  but  a  year  marked  by  excess  of  expendi- 
ture over  receipts.  It  was  necessary  for  the  Head  Master  to  inaug- 
urate for  the  permanent  interest  of  the  school  a  poHcy  and  method 
which  meant,  with  the  stronger  institution,  a  decreased  attend- 
ance. The  results  in  an  educational  way  have  been  very  happy, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  show  satisfactory  finan- 
cial results.  After  years  of  intention  and  delay,  the  school  resi- 
dence will  now  be  moved  from  the  present  unfortunate  building 
and  location  to  new  location  and  new  buildings.  A  splendid  site 
at  the  north  end  of  the  city  overlooking  the  river  has  been  pur- 
chased and  three  dormitory  cottages  will  be  built,  providing  accom- 
modation for  the  Head  Master  and  assistants  and  thirty  boys.  The 
house  should  be  ready  for  occupation  by  Thanksgiving,  and  should 
induce  the  regist'-ation  of  as  many  boys  as  can  be  accommodated. 
With  the  athletic  field  near  by,  the  river  in  the  immediate  fore- 
ground, the  open  country  just  at  hand,  a  beautiful  outlook,  a  best 
opportunity  for  outdoor  life,  a  well  organized  teaching  force  under 
an  exceptional  Head  Master,  and  an  appropriate  recitation  hall,  the 
school  may  now  fairly  and  confidently  ask  for  the  sons  of  graduates 
of  Rutgers  and  of  their  friends. 

The  Experiment  Station  has  carried  on  its  research  work  in 
the  laboratory  and  on  the  land  with  usual  vigor  and  success,  pur- 
suing old  lines  and  entering  new  lines  of  investigation. 

The  several  Affiliated  Societies  and  the  undergraduate  Depart- 
mental Clubs  have  had  an  active  year  and  been  addressed  con- 
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stantly  on  subjects  in  their  several  fields.  Readers,  beside  under- 
graduates in  the  departmental  clubs,  have  been :

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The  change  of  Commencement  Exercises  from  evening  hour  to 
morning  hour  was  made  with  satisfaction  and  profit.  A  full  at- 
tendance of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  far  larger  attendance 
of  Alumni  at  the  exercises  were  thus  secured.  The  change  of 
place  from  the  Gymnasium  to  the  Second  Reformed  Churhc,  com- 
pelled by  the  exigencies  of  the  day's  program,  and  the  shorten- 
ing of  the  program  at  the  church  were  also  with  advantage.  The 
wearing  of*  academic  costume  by  all  the  Trustees  and  all  the  Fac- 
ulty, as  well  as  all  candidates  for  degrees,  proved  appropriate  and 
acceptable.  Ten  candidates  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  thirteen  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters,  forty-three  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  four  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts, 
three  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science,  five  the  degree  of  Civil 
Engineer.  Honorary  degrees  were  conferred  as  follows :  The 
degree  of  LL.D.  on  Elmer  Ellsworth  Brown,  Chancellor  of  New 
York  University,  the  Rev.  John  F.  Mesick,  of  the  Class  of  1834,

the  degree  of  A.M.,  on  Robert  H.  Robertson,  sometime  member 
of  the  Class  of  1869,  and  J.  Brognard  Betts,  Assistant  Commis^ 
sioner  of  Education  for  New  Jersey. 

The  action  of  the  Trustees  in  directing  that  Commencement  be 
held  a  week  earlier  than  heretofore  in  1914  and  thereafter,  prom- 
ises substantial  advantage  in  several  ways.  The  actual  working 
year  of  the  College  will  be  reduced  not  more  than  two  or  three 
days,  the  recess  at  Christmas  and  the  recess  at  Easter  being  made 
slightly  less,  and  will  remain  in  conformity  with  usual  practice 
among  the  colleges.  The  work  at  the  year's  end  will  be  served 
by  the  earlier  closing,  it  is  thought;  it  will  be  advantageous  to  be- 
gin the  two  weeks  of  summer  engineering  field  work  at  the  earlier 
date;  the  session  of  the  Summer  School  will  share  the  advantage. 
Larger  opportunity  will  also  be  afforded  the  many  students  who 
desire  to  pursue  employment  during  the  summer  and  who  need 
to  do  so  for  necessary  self-support  through  the  College  course. 

The  following  general,  preliminary  and  tentative  action  has  been 
taken,  looking  to  a  proper  celebration  in  1916  of  the  one  hundred 
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and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  granting  of  the  Charter  of  the 
College,  November  loth,  1766: 

That  anniversary  exercises  be  held  with  historical  address;  that 
delegates  from  other  institutions  and  other  appropriate  guests 
be  invited  to  attend;  that  papers  be  prepared  in  various  fields 
of  the  College's  educational  work  for  reading  or  printing,  like- 
wise papers  representative  of  the  Alumni  life  in  all  fields  of  activ- 
ity at  home  and  abroad ;  that  a  full  detailed  history  of  'the  College 
be  prepared  and  printed,  including  documents  in  point;  that  a  new 
edition  of  the  General  Catalogue  be  issued  with  larger  plan  of 
data  concerning  graduates  and  non-graduates;  that  effort  for  sub- 
stantial gifts,  a  large  fund  to  increase  endowment,  be  undertaken ; 
that  committees  appropriate  to  the  various  necessary  activities  be 
appointed  in  due  time  from  the  Trustees,  the  Faculty,  the  Alumni, 
the  citizens  of  New  Brunswick  and  other  friends. 

The  President  of  the  College  has  represented  it  on  various  ap- 
propriate occasions  during  the  year:  At  the  seventy-fifth  anni- 
versary of  the  founding  of  Mount  Holyoke  College,  the  Inaugura- 
tion of  the  President  of  Amherst  College,  the  Inauguration  of  the 
President  of  Hope  College,  the  Association  of  State  Colleges  at 
Atlanta,  and  the  Conference  of  Engineering  Schools  and  Depart- 
ments at  Washington.  On  his  behalf,  Howard  N.  Fuller,  Esq., 
graduate  and  trustee,  represented  the  College  at  the  Dedication  of 
the^  Education  Building  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  Professor 
Alexander  J.  Inglis  fulfilled  like  service  at  the  Inauguration  of  the 
President  of  Drew  Seminary.  Many  invitations  to  academic  occa- 
sions have  been  received  at  which  the  College  could  not  be  repre- 
sented by  a  delegate.  Leonor  F.  Loree,  C.E.,  graduate  and  trus- 
tee, as  in  the  preceding  two  years,  again  generously  provided  for 
the  President  of  the  College  a  visit  to  various  educational  institu- 
tions. This  year  the  trip  was  made  southward.  The  institutions 
visited  were  Johns  Hopkins  University,  the  Oilman  Country  School 
for  Boys,  Washington  and  Lee  University,  Virginia  Military  Insti- 
tute, the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the  University  of  South 
Carolina,  and  the  University  of  Georgia.  The  interests  of  the  Col- 
lege have  been  presented  on  various  occasions,  especialy  at  sec- 
ondary schools  and  Alumni  gatherings,  and  addresses  on  dififerent 
subjects  have  been  made  on  dififerent  occasions. 
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In  presenting  this  report,  I  beg  to  append  as  part  thereof  a  state- 
ment giving  the  College  courses,  the  entrance  requirements,  and 
general  information;  also  full  registry  of  Visitors,  Trustees,  Fac- 
ulty and  Students  for  the  college  year  191 3- 14.

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Examinations  and  Certificates. 

Admission  is  either  by  examination  or  by  certificate. 

1.  Entrance  examinations  for  admission  will  be  held  at  the 
College  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  19  and  20,  1914. 

2.  The  State  competitive  examinations  will  be  held  in  each 
county  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  5  and  6,  1914. 

3.  Students  who  have  passed  the  examinations  held  under  the 
authority  of  the  Regents  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  the  exam- 
inations of  the  College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  are  admitted 
on  presentation  of  testimonials  to  that  effect. 

4.  Students  who,  being  graduates  of  a  four  years'  course, 
present  certificates  from  certain  schools  approved  by  the  Faculty 
of  the  College,  are  exempted  from  examination  in  the  studies  thus 
certified. 


II.    REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  for  1913 
are  fully  stated  in  the  catalogue,  which  may  be  had  on  application. 
A  brief  table  in  tabular  form  here  follows,  for  the  understand- 
ing of  which  it  is  necessary  to  remember  that  a  ''point"  may  be 
defined  as  a  subject  of  the  secondary  school  curriculum  pursued 
throughout  an  academic  year  for  four  or  five  periods  a  week.

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1.  For  admission  to  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  cottrses  15  points  are  required. 

For  admission  to  the  general  B.Sc.  course  the  requirements  are  as  follows: 
3  points  in  English,  3  points  in  Mathematics,  and  9  points  in  other  sub- 
jects, making  a  total  of  15  points. 

For  admission  to  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  the  requirements  are  as  follows  : 
3  points  in  English,  4  points  in  Mathematics,  and  8  points  in  other  sub- 
jects, making  a  total  of  15  points. 

2.  English. — In   English  the  standard  college  entrance   requirement  of  four 

years,  equated  as  3  points,  is  in  force  for  admission  to  all  courses. 

3.  Mathematics.— In  Mathematics,  for  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses,  the  re- 

quirement is  Algebra  through   ratio   and   proportions,   and  progressions, 

and  Plane  Geometry,  equated  as  3  points. 
For  the  general  B.Sc.  course  the  requirement   is  Algebra,   as  above,  and 

Plane  Geometry,  equated  as  3  points. 
For  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  the  requirement  is  Algebra,  as  above,  Plane 

and  Solid  Geometry,  and  Plane  Trigonometry,  equated  as  4  points. 

4.  Latin. — In  Latin,  for  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses,  a  standard  four-year 

course  is  required,  covering  beginner's  Latin,  reading  of  texts  equal  in 
amount  to  four  books  of  the  Gallic  War,  six  orations  of  Cicero,  and  six 
books  of  the  Aeneid,  grammar,  and  prose  composition,  the  whole  equated 
as  4  points.  The  texts  prescribed  for  reading  are  Cicero's  orations  for 
the  Manilian  law  and  for  Archias,  and  Virgil's  Aeneid,  Books  I,  11, 
and  either  IV.  or  VI.  For  a  list  of  the  works  from  which  the  remain- 
der of  the  reading  may  be  selected,  see  Rutgers  College  Catalogue.  The 
certificate  requirement  in  prose  composition  is  formulated  as  the  equiv- 
alent of  one  period  a  week  during  the  last  two  years  of  the  school 
course. 

5.  Greek. — In  Greek,  a  standard  three-year  course  is  required  for  admission 

to  the  A.B.  course,  covering  beginner's  Greek,  Xenophon,  Homer,  and 
prose  composition,  equated  as  3  points. 

6.  German  and  French. — For  the  Litt.B.  course,  three  years  of  German  or 

French  (i.  e.  "Intermediate"  German  or  French  as  defined  by  the  Uni- 
form Entrance   Examination  Board)    are  required,   equated   as   3  points. 

For  the  general  B.Sc.  course  (a)  three  years  of  German  or  French,  or  (b) 
four  years,  two  of  each  language,  or  (c)  five  years,  three  of  either  lan- 
guage and  two  of  the  other,  or  (d)  six  years,  three  of  each  language, 
may  be  oft'ered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

For  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  (a)  two  years  of  German  or  French,  (b) 
three  years  of  German  or  French,  (c)  four  years,  two  of  each  language, 
(d)  five  years,  three  of  either  language  and  two  of  the  other,  or  (e)  six 
years,  three  of  each  language,  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated  accord- 
ingly. 

For  the  B.Sc.  courses,  general  and  technical,  two  or  three  years  of  Latin 
will  be  allowed  for  the  present  as  an  equivalent  for  a  corresponding 
amount  of  either  German  or  French.  Not  more  than  three  years  nor 
less  than  two  years  will  be  accepted  in  any  language. 

7.  Science. — In  Science,  for  the  B.Sc.  courses,  one  year's  experimental  science 

is  required,  either  Physics  or  Chemistry,  equated  as  i  point. 
One  year's  Physics  and  one  year's  Chemistry  may  be  offered  and  will  be 

equated  as  2  points. 
A  third  science,  i.  e.  a  year's  course  in  Botany,  or  Zoology,  or  Botany  and 

Zoology,  equated  as  i  point,  may  be  offered  up  the  total  number  of  points 

required. 

8.  History. — In   History,   for  the  A.B.   and  Litt.B.   courses,   the  requirement 

is  Ancient  History,  together  with  either  United  States  History  and  Civics, 
or  Medieval  and  Modern  History,  or  English  History,  the  two  courses 
being  equated  as  2  points. 
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For  the  B.Sc.  courses,  one  course  in  History  is  required,  to  be  chosen  from 
those  named  above,  and  equated  as  i  point,  and  two,  or  three,  courses  in 
History  may  be  offered  and  will  be  equated  accordingly. 

III.    COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  College  offers  courses  leading  (to  the  degrees  of  A.B., 
Litt.B.,  and  B.Sc.  Under  the  last  are  included  a  general  science 
course,  and  technical  science  courses  in  Civil  Engineering,  Electri- 
cal Engineering,  Mechanical  Engineering,  Chemistry,  Ceramics, 
Agriculture  and  Biology.  The  A.B.,  the  Litt.B.,  and  the  general 
science  courses  permit  large  freedom  in  the  choice  of  electives  and 
provide  liberal  preparatory  training  for  the  professions  of  law, 
medicine,  theology,  teaching  and  journalism.  The  technical  science 
courses  are  designed  to  prepare  for  industrial  positions  of  leader- 
ship, except  the  course  in  Biology,  which  aims  to  give  a  liberal 
training  in  the  sciences  and  is  especially  appropriate  as  a  prelim- 
inary to  the  study  of  medicine.  Short  courses,  not  leading  to  a 
degree,  are  offered  in  Ceramics  and  in  Agriculture.  The  following 
details  may  be  noted: 

1.  Students  entering  with  the  requirements  of  the  course  leading  to  the  degree 

of  Litt.B.  may  substitute  beginner's  Greek  for  the  modern  language  of 
the  freshman  year,  and  will  take  regular  freshman  Greek  in  the  sopho- 
more year.  In  this  case,  the  degree  of  A.B.  will  be  conferred  on  comple- 
tion of  the  course. 

2.  Students   pursuing   the   general   science   course,   in   case   more   than  half 

their  elective  work  in  the  junior  and  senior  years  is  chosen  in  language, 
history,  political  science,  ethics,  pedagogy,  or  philosophy,  will  receive 
at  graduation  the  degree  of  Litt.B. 

3.  Students  entering  with  the  requirements  for  the  technical  science  courses 

may,  at  the  close  of  the  freshman  year,  be  transferred  to  the  general 
science  course,  pursuing  history,  physics,  French,  and  drill  with  the  gen- 
eral science  students,  and  English  with  the  technical  science  students, 
together  with  five  elective  hours  as  set  forth  on  the  next  page. 

4.  Students  in  the  general  science  course,  who  so  desire,  may,  at  the  close 

of  the  freshman  year,  be  transferred  to  the  technical  science  course  in 
Agriculture  or  in  Biology.

Exercises  in  English  composition  and  public  speaking  are  required  of  all 
students  throughout  the  four  years,  each  being  credited  as  the  equivalent  of  i 
hour  a  week  for  each  term. 


IV.  -ELECTIVES  AND  OPTIONS. 
■    Before  choosing  their  electives,  students  must  consult  the  pro- 
fessors concerned,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the  sophomore  year 
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students  in  the  technical  science  courses  must  consult  also  the  head 
of  the  technical  science  course  which  they  intend  to  pursue.  There 
is  a  standing  committee  of  the  Faculty  to  which  all  elective  choices 
are  submitted  for  approval.  All  choices  are  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  schedule,  and  will  be  allowed  only  when  the  previous 
preparation  of  the  student  qualifies  him  for  the  work  chosen. 


V.    SOPHOMORE  ELECTIVES. 

Students  in  the  A.B.  and  Litt.B.  courses  may  take  in  continua- 
tion of  their  freshman  work,  any  two  of  the  3-hour  sophomore 
courses  in  English,  Latin,  Greek,  (A.B.  course),  German  (Litt.B. 
course),  and  mathematics,  but  those  who  have  taken  beginner's 
Greek  (Greek  A)  in  the  freshman  year  must  continue  with  regu- 
lar freshman  Greek  in  the  sophomore  year. 

Students  in  the  general  science  course  may  take  any  two  of  the 
3-hour  sophomore  courses  in  English,  German,  mathematics,  botany 
or  zoology. 

Students  transferred  from  the  technical  science  course  to  the 
general  science  course,  will  choose,  in  addition  to  the  required 
subjects,  five  hours  of  work  from  the  following: 

1.  Pure  mathematics   (4  hours)   with  tTiftse  pursuing  the  engineering  courses. 

together  with  drafting  (2  hours— i). 

2.  Mathematics  (3  hours)  with  those  pursuing  the  courses  in  Chemistry  and 

Ceramics,  together  with  drafting   (4  hours— 2). 

3.  Science  (5  hours)  with  those  pursuing  the  course  in  Biology. 


VL    JUNIOR  AND  SENIOR  ELECTIVES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  junior  year  students  in  the  A.B.,  Litt.B., 
and  general  B.Sc.  courses  will  choose  three  electives.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  senior  year,  two  of  these  must  be  continued,  but  the 
third  may  be  changed  for  any  other  senior  elective,  subject  to  the 
general  rules.

VII.    MODERN  LANGUAGE  RULES  AND  OPTIONS, 

Certain  rules  will  govern  the  choice  of  French  or  German  in  the 
sophomore  year. 

1.  Students  in  the  technical  B.Sc.   courses  who   have  offered  no   German  for 

entrance  will  continue  German  from  the  freshman  year. 

2.  Students  in  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  who  have  offered  German  and  no 

French  for  entrance  will  take  French. 

3.  Students  in  the  technical  B.Sc.  courses  who  have  offered  both  German  and 

French  for  entrance  will  choose,  subject  to  approval,  either  French  or 
German. 

4.  Students  in  the  A.B.  course  will  choose,  subject  to  approval,  either  French 

or  German. 


VIII.    TECHNICAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 
The  technical  science  courses  begin  to  diverge  with  the  sopho- 
more year,  the  specialization  increasing  each  year  thereafter.  The 
course,  not  the  individual  subject,  is  chosen,  and  transfers  from  one 
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course  to  another  are  allowed  only  by  permission  of  the  Faculty, 
and  on  condition  that  all  omitted  work  is  made  up.  The  following 
is  an  outline  of  these  courses  beginning  with  the  sophomore  year :

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IX.     STATE    SCHOLARSHIPS    IN    THE  .  SCIENTIFIC 

SCHOOL. 

For  residents  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  scholarships  open  to 
candidates  for  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Let- 
ters, or  Bachelor  of  Science  are  provided  as  follows : 

1.  State  Scholarships,  Act  of  March  31,  1890,  as  amended  by  Act  of  March 

31,  1905. 

These  scholarships  cover  all  the  College  fees,  including  the  charges  for 
tuition  and  public-room  service  and  special  fees,  altogether  $130  to  $160. 
according  to  circumstances. 

Appointment  to  these  scholarships  is  determined  as  follows  : 

A  competitive  examination,  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Superintendents 
and  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  each  county,  is  held  in  each 
county  of  the  State  on  the  first  Friday  in  June  and  the  Saturday  following 
of  each  year  (in  1914  on  June  5  and  6.) 

The  whole  number  of  such  scholarships  to  be  awarded  each  year  is  equal 
to  the  whole  number  of  members  of  Assembly  for  the  State  as  follows  :

Any   candidate  who   passes  the  examination   is  entitled  to   an  appointment 

provided  there  is  a  vacancy  in  any  district. 
Students  who  have  passed  the  State  competitive  examinations  can  enter  the 

College  without  further  examination. 

2.  State  scholarships,  Act  of  1864. 

These  scholarships  cover  the  charge  of  $100  a  year  for  tuition. 

The  scholarships  under  this  Act  are  awarded,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  each  county,  to  students  who  have  passed 
the  required  examinations.  There  are,  in  all,  forty  such  scholarships.  In- 
quiries concerning  vacancies  for  1914  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar. 


X.    PRACTICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 

Students  should  examine  carefully  the  entrance  requirements  and 
shape  their  courses,  particularly  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  of 
the  secondary  school,  so  as  to  be  able  to  furnish  the  points  re- 
quired for  the  courses  they  desire  to  enter. 

It  is  well  to  take  preliminary  examinations  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year  in  all  subjects  already  covered,  especially  in  Algebra  and 
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Plane  Geometry,  both  because  these  subjects  are  more  likely  to  be 
fresh  in  mind,  and  because  it  is  unwise  to  leave  too  many  examina-. 
tions  for  the  last  year  when  the  time  is  limited. 

The  scholarship  examinations  being  competitive,  appointments 
are  made  in  the  order  of  excellence;  therefore,  a  passing  grade  of 
60  per  cent.,  though  sufficient  for  admission  to  the  College,  will 
not  necessarily  assure  a  scholarship  appointment. 

Students  not  able  to  pass  in  all  subjects  at  the  time  appointed 
by  law,  (June  5  and  6,  1914)  may  complete  their  records  at  the  en- 
trance examinations  held  at  the  College  in  June  and  September, 
but  such  deferred  examinations  are  not  reckoned  in  the  competition.
